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Mr  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1945o 

The  year  under  review  was  both  memorablo  and 
momentous.  It  was  memorable  because  of  the  cessation  of 
hostilities  with  its  two  associated  victory  days,  namely, 

V.E.  Day  on  the  8th  of  May  and  V.J.  Day  on  the  15th  August: 
momentous  because  victory  brought  not  only  its  own  special 
and  immediate  problems,  but  it  also  brought  to  the  forefront 
those  problems  wnich  the  nation,  geared  to  the  grim  necessities 
of  total  waj? , h-'i'd  temporarily  relegated  to  the  background  for 
a period  of  nearly  six  years. 

Of  the  special  and  immediate  problems  brought  by 
victory,  one  relrted  to  public  hc;'.lth,  namely,  the  provision 
of  ':dcqL'.ate  c.rrfMagements  against  the  spread  of  infectious 
disease  in  th:  comiaunity  by  the  return  of  armed  forces  of 
the  Crown  to  this  country.  The  rapid  release-  of  cur  own 
prisoners  of  war  from  their  prisons  on  the  continent,  often 
infected,  and  their  speedy  air  transport  to  this  country 
Cf'llcd  for  special  arro.ngements  in  the  field  of  public  healths, 
During  the  w^^r,  it  was  known  that  serious  epidemic  diseases, 
such  as  diphtheria,  smallpox  and  typhus  fever  were  prevalent, 
not  only  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  but  in  many  other  parts 
of  the  world  where  cur  troops  were  fighting.  V/hen  they 
returned  to  this  country  for  demobilisation,  having  them- 
selves become  contf^cts  of  those  diseases,  or  having  passed 
through  an  infected  area,  they  presented  >•'  similar  problem. 

Of  the  many  tributes  paid  to  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  treat** 
ment  of  disease  during  the  war,  it  may  well  be  that  not  the 
least  of  these  has  been  the  special  emphasis  placed  upon  the 
vrlue  "nd  importance  of  preventive  medicine. 
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Immunisc.t inn  ngainst  Diphtheria  figures  oontinue  to  be 
satisfactory:  I have  referred  more  fully  to  this  matter  on 
page  8 of  the  body  of  this  report.  Tnc  percentage  figures 
on  the  31st  December,  1945  were  as  follows

Boundary  Commission  and  to  the  Ministry  of  Town  and  Country 
Planning, 

In  conclusion,  it  is  onco  again  my  very  pleasing  duty  to 
thank  my  colleegues  and  officers  of  the-  C uncii  and  particularly 
to  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr  Crosby,  for  the-ir  'active 
oc-eperation.  And,  finally,  Mr  Chairmo.n  and  Counoillcrs,  may 
I tha,nk  you  for  your  willing  support  and  kindly  assistance 
throughout  the  year.

POPULATION. 

As  reported  in  last  year's  report  the  wo.r-time 
population  of  the  District  was  maintained  at  approximately 
9,000,  this  being  due  to  the  influx  of  people  from  the 
Li-ndcn  ojcn.  following  aerial  attocks.  on  the  cessation 
of  the  European  war,  many  people  left  the  district  ond 
the  population  fell  to  6.800,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year 
according  to  n.  return  from  the  Food  Office,  this  fig'ure 
had  increased  to  approximately  7,000.  This  general"^ 
overall  reduction  in  population  has  had  the-  effect  of 
considerably  improving  the  housing  conditions  in  general.

The  Council's  scheme  for  lOO  houses  was  based  on  a site 
on  the  /jnershom  Road  facing  the  existing  housing  scheme,  but 
unfortunately,  the  Ministry  of  ^agriculture  and  Fisheries  in 
conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Planning  turned  the  scheme 
uown  and  very  great  difficulty  ho.s  been  experienced  in  providin^^ 
alternative _ sites , but  ultimately  it  was  found  possible  to  obtain 
a site  previously  reserved  as  a public  open  space,  i.e.  Candlemas 
Mead  (SO  houses)  and  also  some  available  land  in  Maxwell  Road 
providing  room  for  2o  houses,  giving  accommodation  for  the  lOO 
houses  which  had  been  decided  on  as  the  Council’s  immediate 
programme  for  house  building.  These  sites  have  been  laid  out 
and  the  layouts  have  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.
